class, and that have eost enough to make 
a solid and durable hig hway, have been 
so softened bv tie* wet weather that they 
have succumlx'd to tie* strain 
of ordi­ 
nary teaming, and arc cut to 
p inces iuid 
Beamed with dangerous ruts. 
“ Resp ecting w ork on country roaua, 
gaid Mr. Rip ley, “ tin* w ork in Cnion 
county is p rogressing slowly, but, accord­ 
ing to'eon tract, rigidly in all caw s. Many 
questions hav e been asked me alxm t the 
p rov isions of the contnw7tH under which 
we 
are w orking, m ostly by letters, 
w hich la m still receiv ing from m any 
sections of country suburban to New 
York. 
I should Ik? glad to answ er them , 
once for all. 
O ur p ublic* roads ftrfl gen­ 
erally laid out 6<3 feet wide.

width one-fifth, or alK>ut Id feet, on each 
side is allowed and tised for sidew alks 
and shade trees.

“ The cost is about § 10,1)00 a m ile, I 
judge by observ ation and im jierfect re- 
p orts.

It is put on in tw o lay­ 
ers, each rolled, and the top one made 
com pact and firm, by spreading and 
m ix in g in som e good binding material, 
sprinkling ami rolling .

free from all sand, etc., in making a rood 
top.
